WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 
Department of Justice charged to- 
day that a large portion of the lob- 
bying slush fund for the pending 
bill to exempt fire insurance com- 
panies from Federal antitrust laws 
is being raised by the same book- 
keeping methods by which the 
stock fire insurance companies 
concealed the $350,000 slush fund 
in the Missouri insurance scandals. 

In a report prepared by the anti- 
trust division for Attorney General 
Biddle, made public today, the de- 
partment said: 

“Under the innocent heading, 
‘Board dues, fees, inspections 
and surveys,’ the stock fire in- 
surance companies concealed 
the $350,000 paid for bribing 
officials of the State of Mis- 
souri in the Pendergast-O’Mal- 
ley case. A large portion of 
the cost of an insurance lobby- 
ing activity in favor of the bill 
to exempt fire insurance com- 
panies from Federal antitrust 
laws is paid by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters un- 
der this apparent! — 
allotment.” 

The report was originally in- 
tended to be the basis of testimony 
before a Congressional committee 
by Attorney General Biddle in op- 
position to the pending bill. When 
the Attorney General decided not 
to make a second appearance be- 
fore Congress, the department re- 


leased the report, 
Agents’ Commissions. 

The report also revealed that St. 
Louis is among a group of “ex- 
cepted” cities in which fire insur- 
ance agents apparently got togeth- 
er to increase their own commis- 
sions. 

The two charges were contained 
in the antitrust division's analysis 
of what happens to capital stock 
fire insurance companies’ premiums 
which average a billion dollars a 
year, and out of which less than 
$400,000,000 is paid in losses. The 
report asked: “What happens to 
the other 60 to 65 per cent of these 
premiums?”

CLEVELAND, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
The five railway operating broth- 
erhoods today ordered a “progres- 
sive strike” on the nation’s rail- 
roads starfing Dec, 30, and in 
Washington the National Media- 
tion Board acted promptly to avert 
a walkout by inviting spokesmen 
for the unions and the roads to a 
conference Monday in Chicago. 

Announcing that 97.7 per cent of 
the brotherhoods’ members had 
voted for a strike, the unions an- 


nounced “in protest against frozen 
wages and the rising cost of living, 
350,000 members of five railroad 
yard and road service’ brother- 
hoods will leave their jobs in a 
nationwide strike beginning at 6 
a. m., Thursday, Dec. 30.” 

The brotherhoods said “accord- 
ing to plans which are being 
printed and which will be mailed 
tomorrow. to local and system of- 
ficials of the co-operating brother- 
hoods, approximately one-fourth of 
the nation’s railroads would be af- 
fected on Dec. 30. The ‘progressive 
strike’ plan calls for the stoppage 
of work on other selected groups 
of railroads at 6 a. m. on each of 
the succeeding three days.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AL- 
GIERS, Dec. 15 (AP).—More than 
300 American bombers and fight- 
ers struck Nazi-occupied Greece 
the greatest Allied blow of the alr 
war over the Balkans yesterday, 
and 12 German fighters were 
downed in an aerial battle, Allied 
headquarters announced today. 

This assault, aimed at three air~ 
fields at Athens and at Piraeus 
harbor, came as Canadian and In- 
dian troops led an Eighth Army 
attack that captured Caldari, six 
miles from Ortona on the Adriatio 
Coast, and took 200 prisoners. 

Canadian troops, in a daring 
night raid on the village of Ber- 
rati, two miles south of Ortona, 
captured the commanding officer 
of the 36lst Armored Grenadier 
Division, his adjutant, four other 
officers and 140 men. 

Many other Germans were killed 
in the surprise night foray, car- 
ried out Dec. 12. The Canadians 
then retired, taking all equipment 
of value with them. ... ~~ ..

One Above Zero, 


City’s Coldest 


December Day for Eleven Years 


The official temperature skidded 
down to 1 degree above zero 
downtown at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing—the lowest temperature so far 
of the winter—making this the 
coldest December day St. Louis 
has had since Dec. 16, 1932, when 
the thermometer reached zero, 

In the residential areas, how- 
ever, the temperature was con- 
siderably below the official read- 
ing, Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren pointed out, the weather 
bureau’s station at Lambert-S8St. 
Louis Field registering a low of 
4 below zero at 7 a. m. 

Wahigren’s forecast was for a 
classic winter day—still, clear and 
bitter cold. Tonight’s low tem- 
perature, he said, probably would 
be about 5 degrees above zero. 
There igs no more snow immediate- 
ly in sight, he added. Yesterday's 


fall totaled one and a half inches 
here, and probably will remain 


frozen on the ground for another 
day or two. 

The cold wave was general 
throughout most of the nation, 
with temperatures ranging in Mis- 
souri from 6 degrees above zero at 
Malden, in the south, to 15 below 
zero at Kirksville, in the north- 
central section. There was snow 
in Georgia and South Carolina, and 
even Los Angeles felt the chill of 
41 degrees above zero.. . 

The storm delayed most trains 
and busses at St. Louis terminals, 
some trains and busses running as 
much as two hours late. Despite 
the cold, the Coal Emergency 
Office reported an unusually 
light demand for emergency fuel 


allotments, only 21 calls yesterday 


and only 20 today. 

Moderate smoke blanketed much 
of St. Louis again early today, the 
pall gathering at 7:45 a. m. and 
continuing to 10:40 a. m. It was 
the month's eighth moderate pall, 
and the sixty-second of the year. 


A courtesy campaign, started by 
the Better Business Bureau in Oc- 
tober among nine of the larger St. 
Louis retail stores, has produced 
tangible results—flare-ups between 
customers and clerks have dropped 
8.5 per cent and tempers are held 
in check 15.7 per cent better now 
than they were in October, a sur- 
vey by the bureau disclosed today. 

Befuddled by shortages, ration- 
ing and other necessary wartime 
irritants, the consumer has been 
taking a daily beating, the report 
indicated. Sales people are over 
worked, tempers are bound to ig- 
nite and the labor shortage leaves 
employers in an awkward position, 
the survey stated. 3 

It was mathematically proved b 
the survey, however, that condi- 
tions are improving. Of recent con- 
tacts made with sales people, 71.7 
per cent were considered good, as 
compared with only 56 per cent in 
October, and the number of clerks, 
waiters and others who might 
shout, “Don’t ‘’cha know there's a 
war on?” has dropped from 22.5 
per cent in October to 18 per cent 
now.

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC Al- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 15 
(AP).—One of the heaviest aerial 
assaults of the war on New Brit- 
ain Island, Japanese bulwark in 
the Southwest Pacific, was report- 
ed by Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
today. 

In the Gasmata area, important 
ehemy supply center on the gorth 
shore, more than 100 Liberator 
heavy and Mitchell mediym homb- 
ers in a three-hour midday attack 
Sunday dropped 248 tong of bombs. 

The bombers struck from mini- 


mum altitude, also sweeping the 
ground with machine-gun fire.

Of all the enemy centers on the 
island, only Rabaul, the major 
Japanese base on the northeast 
tip, has received a greater pound- 
ing in a single raid. Last Oct. 12 
that place was hammered with 350 
tons of bombs from 177 planes. 

Gasmata has received frequent 
attention recently, and on the last 
previous big raid there on Nov. 
23 bombers dropped 142 tons of 
explosives. In all, 650 tons have 
pulverized installations in that 
area in the last few weeks. 

It also was the target of Vice 
Adm. Thomas C. Kincaid'r de- 
stroyers in a night attack Noe. 29, 
the first assault from the sea. 

Rabaul Blasted Again. 

Other new attacks were made 
on Rabaul, where medium bomb- 
ers set fires at Lakunai airdrome; 
at Wide Bay, on the southeast 
coast: at Cape Hoskins, on the 
north coast, and at Cape Glouces- 
ter, airdrome area on the western 
coast, 

Three Japanese counterattacks 
against Australians moving north 
in Ramu valley toward Madang, 
enemy Northeastern New Guinea 
base, were repulsed with heavy 
loss to the attackers. 

An Australian column advanc- 
ing north from Finschhafen, New 
Guinea, is closing in on Lakona, 
Japanese supply base 12 miles to 
the north, the communique sald. 

Along the Huon coast Allied air 
patrols wrecked 10 enemy barges, 
and Allied light naval units sank 
three barges near Sanga River and 
nine off Reiss point. 

200 Air Sorties in Solomons. 

Air squadrons in the Solomons 
dropped 150 tons of bombs in 200 
sorties over Japanese air fields 
and supply centers on Bougain- 
ville Island. 

Adm. William F. Halsey’s night 

flyers planted 37 tons on Kahili 
airdrome on the south end of the 
island, and medium, torpedo and 
five bombers attacked Bonis air- 
drome in the Buka area, on the 
Hiorth coast, with 56 tons. 
- Other Allied planes ranged at 
night up to New Ireland, where a 
4400-ton enemy cargo vessel was 
gunk off Cape Maragu, and to 
Timor Island, northwest of Aus- 
tralia, to bomb Koepang and its 
wharf area, setting large fires.

London Hears That German Test of Long- 


Range Weapon Was Failure—Guesses as 
to Size Range as High as 120 Tons. 


By JAMES F. KING 
LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP). — Ger- 
man-inspired reports that Adolf 


Hitler has a long-range rocket gun 
as a secret weapon are read by 
ordinary Britons with sober realiza- 
tion of the many possibilities of 
war by terror—but they were far 
from panicky or alarmed. 

The gewral attitude is: “What's 
Hitler waiting for? And even if 
he has a secret weapon it won't 
save Germany.” 

British newspapers have given 
prominent play to rocket gun sto- 
ries and the average reader is 
slow to laugh them off. Officials 
are silent, but some military com- 
mentators concede that the Nazis 
may have some such long-range 
gun. 

The home front defense force— 
largely civilian—has been kept 
alert even after four years of war, 
but naturally there has been no 
publication of precautions against 
any enemy secret weapon. 

One report heard here was that 
the Germans tested rockets a few 


weeks ago along the Baltic coast 


‘and a gun expected to hurl the 
projectiles 250 miles proved a 
miserable failure. Another was 
that a recent destructive shelling 
of Leningrad might have been a 
test for some long-range rocket 
projectile for later use across the 
Strait of Dover, Guesses as to the 
size of the rockets which the Ger- 
mans would seek to develop have 
ranged as high as 120 tons. 

The Germans have been using a 
“Big Bertha” type of long-range 
cannon in the Calais-Boulogne area 
since a short time after they took 
over that sector of the French 
coast, 

Those guns drop shells in the 
Dover-Folkestone area, but so far 
there is no indication that the guns 
have been replaced with a new 
type for firing rockets. 

Any effective shelling of a spe- 
cific target as far inland as Lon- 
don—about 80 miles from the 
French coast—is virtually ruled 
out by most unofficial commenta- 
tors on grounds of extreme inac-

Concern in Berlin. 

The Berlin radio devoted consid- 
erable time to discussing the new 
Russian move in the Nevel sector, 
indicating it. was large enough to 
cause considerable worry in Berlin. 

The German communique today 
reported “very heavy” fighting “in 
the difficult forest and lake dis- 
trict” south of Nevel. 

Capt. Ludwig Sertorius, German 
radio commentator, said it was 
still too early to tell whether 
Yeremenko’s push was only a ma- 
neuver to bind German troops or 
was the beginning of a major of- 
fensive.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
An American carrier task force 
steaming close to the big Japanese 
naval base at Truk was unable 
to persuade the Japanese to “poke 
their noses out,” Capt. John H. 
Cassady reported today. 

Cassady commanded the carrier 
Saratoga in what he described as 
“guinea-pig runs” in an effort to 
draw the Japanese fleet out of the 
harbors at Truk. 

“We tried to get the Japs to 
poke their noses out but they 
stayed securely behind nets,” Cas- 
sady said, 

He reported that the Saratoga 
and other units in its task force 
went#into areas off Truk where 
the Japanese normally operate 
regular air searches “but I don’t 
believe we were picked up.” 

Cassady’s report was the first of 


any action so close to the enemy’s 
biggest base in the South Pacific. 

He told a news conference also 
that the Saratoga took part in 
about 30 days of battling through- 
out the Pacific during which time 
the task force knocked out four 
enemy airfields, sank two war- 
ships, damaged 12 others, shot 
down 12 planes, possibly 23 more, 
and destroyed 24 enemy airplanes 
on the ground. 

Cassady, who is from Spencer, 
Ind., told of participating in two 
attacks on Rabaul which caused 
such damage that, he said, the 
Japanese “have completely aban- 
doned use of Rabaul” as a naval 
base, 

He added, however, that the en- 
emy still has three or four good 
landing fields there and that Ra- 
baul is garrisoned by a “large 
number of troops.” 


King Is Grave Obstacle to Italian 
Unity, Political Leaders Declare 


By RELMAN MORIN. 
NAPLES, Dec. 14 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The Italian Committee of 
National Liberation, representing 


the six major non-Fascist political 
parties, issued a statement today 
describing King Vittorio Emanuele 
as “one of the gravest obstacles 
to the rebirth of the nation.” 

At the same time Bendetto 
Croce, venerable Italian politician 
and philosopher, declared unequiv- 
ocally that the King’s abdication 
is a prerequisite to reconstruction 
of a united Italy. 

Croce’s assertion was made in 
reply to editorials in monarchist 
periodicals and pamphlets attack- 
i him, the pre-Fascist Foreign 
Minister Count Carlo Sforza and 
other elements who have been urg- 
ing the King’s abdication. 

n another statement, published 
in Naples’ only newspaper and 
broadcast by the Naples radio, 
Croce raised the possibility of a 
formal trial of the King, adding 
that he hoped legal proceedings 
would never be brought against 
the sovereign for, he said, the re- 
sults could only be complete con- 
demnation of the monarch. 

The King should voluntarily ab- 
dicate, he continued, not only for 
his own sake, but for the sake of 
the monarchy itself. 

The committee’s lengthy state- 
ment—the strongest criticism yet 
directed at the King—was ad- 
dressed to the people of Italy and 
pointed out three fundamental 
problems: 

1. The urgent need for food and 
transportation facilities to move 
supplies from one part of Italy to 
the other. 

2. The necessity of reactivating 
Italian industry in order to aid 
the war against Germany. 

38. The importance of 
structing the government. 

“However, along with these 
grave difficulties,” the statement 


recon- 


said, “there also are those result- 


ing from the refusal of the head 
of the crown, who participated in 
the tragic military and civil adven- 
tures of Fascism, to abandon the 
throne and to consent to the in- 
dicated solution in the form of a 
constitutional regency which would 
not prejudice either the hopes of 
the royal house nor the rights of 
the Italian people, once the terri- 
torial unity of the fatherland is 
reconstructed.” 

The pronouncement added that 
as long as the King “persisted in 
this obstinate refusal” to heed the 
wishes of the people he would re- 
main “one of Italy’s gravest ob- 
stacles.” 

The committee’s manifesto was 
issued after a seven-hour session 
and was signed by the representa- 
tives of the six political parties 
and the National Association of 
Wounded War Veterans, thus 
marshalling against the monarch 
the strongest lineup of Italian 
groups he has so far been con- 
fronted with. 

The King’s opponents insist they 
are demanding his abdication be- 
cause he is equally responsible 
with Benito Mussolini for the dis- 
aster of Fascism. They also have 
asserted that the nation will not 
rally industrially or militarily be- 
hind the Allies as long as he re- 
mains on the throne, 

Allied officials have been at- 
tempting to maintain strict neu- 
trality toward the dispute. They 
have warned both sides, however, 
they cannot permit the political 
campaign to hinder the active 
prosecution of the war against the 
Germans,

WAR INDUSTRIES 
NOVEMBER OUTPUT 
SET NEW RECORD 


Aircraft Production Up 6 
Pct., Shipbuilding 4 
Pct. and Guns 3 Pet,, 
W PB Reports. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 15 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
‘War Production Board has dis- 
‘closed that American war indus 
tries established another produc- 
tion record in November. 

In the latest report, issued last 
night, these advances were noted: 
aircraft, commumication and elec- 
‘tronic equipment, 6 per cent; ship- 
building, 4 per cent; guns, 3 per 
cent; combat and.motor vehicles, 
1 per cent. 

Among the increases in tmdivid- 
ual items were: aerial bombs, 11 
per cent; small arms, 8 per cent; 
artillery, 1 per cent; self-propelled 
artillery carriages, 14 per cent. 

War construction declined 8 per 
cent, reflecting a continuing trend. 
Ammunition production declined 2 
per cent as a result of the slowing 
down of the program due to a 
growing backlog of small arms 
ammunition. 

Output Index Up 18 Points. 

The index of production reached 
665 points, an 18-point gain over 
October, the previous record month. 
The index is figured with Novem- 
ber, 1941, production as the base 
of 100. 

The WPB report said that most 
major production problems, includ- 
ing man power, are licked or well 
on their way to being solved. 

“In general, problems which were 
of a major nature some months 
ago, such as man power, design 
changes and material shortages, 
presented less difficulty in Novem- 
ber,” the agency said. 

Bigger and Better Planes. 

Bigger and better airplanes are 
being made, the average air frame 
weight per plane being 8130 pounds 
against an average of 7560 pounds 
for the first 11 months of the 
year. It was previously announced 
that more than 1000 four-engined 
heavy bombers were turned out in 
November. 

Production of aerial bombs was 
in advance of schedules to imple- 
ment the mounting air offensive 
against Europe. 

The report noted that production 
of many types of planes was out- 
standing, with makers of Flying 
Fortresses, Lightnings, Hellcats, 
Mustangs, Avengers, Liberators,

Difference in Grading Cost. 

The plan approved by Kinsey 
calis for 21 million cubic yards of 
grading at an estimated cost of 
$7,944,000, whereas the plan pre- 
ferred by Horner & Shifrin in- 
cluded only 12,700,000 cubic yards, 
costing $3,953,000. 

The County Planning Commis- 
sion, which must approve airport 
sites, has selected the proposed 
Columbia Bottoms site at the con- 
fluence of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers for an airport loca- 
tion on the basis of a Horner & 
Shifrin survey made for the Coun- 
ty Court. . 

These consultants recommended 
the Columbia Bottoms site as the 
best of any in the county. The 
air lines, nevertheless, retained the 
firm to make a study of the Tesson 
Ferry location to determine the 
most advantageous plan for it, On 
receiving the survey report, the 
air lines approved the Tesson Fer- 
ry site as their choice. 


Questioned Kinsey’s Statements. 

County Highway Engineer Roy 
Jablonsky last night questioned the 
accuracy of some statements which 
have been made by Kinsey at the 
previous meeting of the County 
Planning Commission and on Ja- 
blonsky’s suggestion, the - Plan- 
ning Commission asked its engi- 
neers to investigate and make a 
report on them. 

Kinsey was quoted by Jablonsky 
as saying that the Navy Depart- 
ment would make no contribution 
toward construction of an airport 
at Columbia Bottoms. Kinsey has 
been negotiating with the Navy 
Department's Bureau of Aero- 
nautics for a contribution of some 
$5,500,000, for which the Navy 
would have use of the airport as a 
training base. 

Jablonsky also questioned Kin- 
sey'’s statements that fog occur- 
rence and duration at Columbia 
Bottoms was great - and that the 
War Department's plans for flood 
control might restrict use of that 
site.

Kinsey’s Original Plan. 

Kinsey’s original plan for the 
Tesson Ferry development contem- 
plated use of 4300 acres. He esti- 
mated the cost of construction, in- 
cluding eight 10,000-foot runways, 
at 20 millions, including land ac- 
quisition, but gave no detailed 
figures. This plan, he said, had 
not been submitted to the Navy 
Department and he added that he 
did not plan to offer his new 
choice to the Navy until it was 
assured that the site might be ob- 
tained. 

Chairman Loesch of the County 
Planning Commission announced 
that resolutions opposing the Tes- 
son Ferry site had been received 
from eight improvement organiza- 
tions.

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DEADLOCK HOLDS UP ACTION 
ON BILL TO BAR SUBSIDIES 


Senate Committee to Try for Vote Tomorrow 
—Subcommittee Fails to Reach 
Compromise. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP) .— 
The Senate Banking Committee, 
deadlocked on a measure to end 
food subsidies, postponed a vote on 
the legislation in an executive ses- 
sion today but may ballot on it to- 
morrow. 

The postponement came after a 
subcommittee headed by Majority 
Leader Barkley, Kentucky, report- 
ed that it had been unable to find 
a basis for compromise. 

In response to questions of re- 
porters after today’s 90-minute 
meeting, Barkley said a com- 
promise plan for 500 million dollars 
in price subsidies offered by Sena- 
tor Taft (Rep.) Ohio, was dis- 
cussed at length but not put to a 
vote. Barkley added that his own 
hopes for a committee agreement 
on a bill that would retain at least 

of the subsidy program were 
no higher than before the session 
started, 

“We reported that our subcom- 
mittee couldn't get together, and 
no further meetings of the subcom- 
mittee are planned,” Barkley said. 
“The full committee meets again 
tomorrow and we expect to take a 
vote then.” 

Taft Files Compromise. 

Later Taft filed in the Senate 
his proposed compromise which 
would abolish rollback subsidies to 
reduce consumer prices but re- 
tain a support price system of 
food cost controls. 

The compromise contains these 
major provisions: 

1. The War Food Administrator 
would fix such support prices to 


farmers as he finds nec to 
obtain adequate production and 
would maintain such prices in the 
open market “either by regulations 
fixing prices or by actual pur- 
chases” through Government agen- 
cies. Celling prices on any com- 
modity could not be below the 
support price. , 

2. To control retail prices, the 
War Food Administrator .could 
authorize Government payments to 
processors and distributors of 
foods processed from price-sup- 
ported commodities. These sub- 
sidies would be for “the purpose 
of reducing the margin between 
the producer and the consumer.” 
The subsidies would be limited to 
600 million annually as against the 
the one Billion estimated cost of 
the present subsidy program: 

3. The existing 250° million sub- 
sidy to roll back meat prices 
would be abolished and “no sup- 
port prices shall be announced for 
beef cattle or calves or the prod- 
ucts thereof.” Liquid milk sub- 
sidies could be paid in areas where 
support prices are maintained to 
the producer, but payments would 
be to distributors rather than di- 
rect to dairymen as in the case of 
the present dairy. feed subsidy. 

Developments,

“These are cities where the tail 
wags the dog—St. Louis, Louisville, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Baltimore, New 
York and Boston, for example. In 
the latter two, over-riding man- 
agement commissions of from 10 
to 12 per cent are included. Ap- 
parently in the ‘excepted’ cities the 
agents have gotten together and, 
each representing a number of in- 
surance companies, have shaken 
down the parent companies for 30 
to 35 and even to 40 per cent com- 
mjssions. These commissions are, 
of course, not paid by the parent 
companies but by the policyhold- 
ers.” 

Rate and Coverage Variance. 

Asserting that, “as a matter of 

fact, no other American trade or 
industry is so fundamentally in- 
terstate in its nature as fire insur- 
ance,” the report pointed out that 
the “Interstate Underwriters 
Board,” an organization of the 
stock fire insurance companies, has 
jurisdiction over rates and regula- 
tions controlling risks situated in 
more than one state. 
“The Interstate. Underwriters 
Board,” the report said, “is not 
subject to the jurisdiction of any 
one state, but habitually issues 
master policies which vary greatly 
in rate and breadth of coverage 
from the ordinary single risk 
policy. 

“A comparison of the rates 
granted to great interstate chain 
grocery organizations such as Safe- 
way, A and P and Kroger, under 
the rules of the Interstate Under- 
writers Board, with the average of 
those charged on an equal number 
of stores of identical construction 
but insured individually under the 
rating laws of the various states, 
indicates that these huge inter- 
state corporations received from 
the fire insurance companies dis- 
criminatory rates often more than 
50 per cent lower than those paid 
by individual owners, 

“Similar discriminations § are 
granted in favor of 5 and 10-cent- 
store chains, where the rate dif- 
ferential is more than 40 per cent 
lower, and in favor of interstate 
drug chains, where such differen- 
tials average 60 per cent in favor 
of the chains as contrasted to rates

Congressional Inquiry Into Fire 
Rate Business Proposed. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Creation of a special congressional 
committee to investigate the fire 
insurance business was asked for 
today in a resolution introduced by 
Representative Lynch (Dem.), New 
York. 

Hearings by a Senate committee 
on proposed legislation to declare 
fire insurance companies beyond 
the authority of Federal antitrust 
laws, the New York City Con- 
gressman said, have produced tes- 
timony which “would justify the 
appointment of this special com- 
mittee.” 

Lynch, in a statement accom- 
panying his resolution, quoted 
Louis H. Pink, an insurance com- 
panyvrexecutive and formerly insur- 
ance superintendent of New York 
State, as saying, “A review of fire 
insurance rating systems reveals 
two weaknesses—lack of proper 
statistical information, and rating 
methods unsupported by statisti- 
cal experience, 

“This criticism by one of the best 
qualified insurance authorities in 
the United States,” Lynch com- 
mented, “has not, to my knowl- 
edge, been disputed or denied,” 

An investigation, he added, “is 
most important not only for the 
insurance companies heimaiives 
but for the public to know exactly 
upon what basis and by whom fire 
insurance gates are established. 

“If this inquiry is had, it will be 
a fair and impartial one, with the 
one object in mind of obtaining 
the necessary information ag to 
the manner in which the fire in- 
surance business is conducted,”

At Washington, a spokesman for 
the 15 nonaperating unions said 
they had not been asked to attend 
the conference.

“This is fundamentally a strike 
vote against gross injustice in the 
administration of the American 
war economy, which is affecting 
not only railroad transportation 
workers but wage earners and sal- 
aried people as well,” the operat- 
ing brotherhood presidents assert- 
ed in their statement. 

“It is a strike against inflation 
for the privileged few and defla- 
tion for the many. _ This is action 
to halt policies which, if contin- 
ued, will throw this country into 
a major economic crisis, with its 
consequent destruction of public 
morale, that will be far more hurt- 
ful to the war effort than any 
temporary work stoppage in pro- 
test against them. 

Assert Board ‘Found Injustice.’ 

“It was in last January, almost 
11 months ago, that wage demands 
were served on the carriers. These 
workers waited patiently six 
months while the mills of law and 
procedure ground slow and not 
very fine. The emergency board

NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
There’s enough coal for every- 
body, both the Bituminous Coal 
Institute and the Anthracite Insti- 
tute said in statements yesterday 
in answer to the Office of War 
Information report that the coal 
shortage was acute, 

“People who heat by coal should 
be as comfortable this winter as 
last winter,” the Bituminous Inst}- 
tute said after the OWI announced 
in Washington that “the United 
States enters 1944 on a basis of 
minimum comfort” regarding heat. 
In reply to OWI, the Anthracite 
Institute said that “there is a nor- 
‘mal supply, but houssholders can’t 
‘expect to keep their coal bins full 
|continuously.” It added that pro- 
| duction figures show that the sup- 
ply is now only 1.1 per cent below 
last year’s figure. 

The Bituminous Institute said 
that according to Government fig- 
ures, that bituminous mines are 
producing one million tons more 
coal at the present time than at 
this date last year. 

In an effort to indicate there 
was no cause for panic, the bitu- 
minous group said that records of 
coal deliveries through retail de- 
livery yards showed that actually 
13,200,000 more tons of bituminous 
coal went into domestic coal bins 
during the first 10 months of this 
year than in the same 1942 period. 
The huge total of 100 million 
tons of bituminous coal was esti- 
}mated to be above ground on 
Nov. 1 this year, while no new 
civilian or war uses for this sur- 
plus fuel have been indicated by 
the Government to give rise to 
any fresh scare over shortages, the 
institute said. 

Coal producers were puzzled at 
the OWIl’s warning. that if stocks 
cannot be replenished next sum- 
mer the so-called coal shortage 
would “approach catastrophe.” 
They said that despite four coal 
strikes this year, the industry is 
producing 3 per cent more coal

Samuel Fordyce Says Mc- 
Donnell and Fairbanks, 
Morse Push Proposal to 
Get Business.

JERFERSON CITY, Dec. 15.— 
Samuel W. Fordyce of St. Louis, 
representing the privately-owned 
public utilities of Missouri, op- 
posed last night the proposal in 
the Constitutional Convention to 
give municipalities the right to 
issue revenue utility bonds by a 
majority vote, He charged that 
back of the proposal was a “plot” 
by R. E. McDonnell, Kansas City 
engineer, Fairbanks, Morse & 
Co,, and investment bankers to 
get business, 

McDonnell, who appeared a 
week ago before the convention 
committees before which Fordyce 
spoke, frankly told the committee, 
before pointing out the advantages 
of the proposal, that he had a per- 
sonal interest in that he hoped 
that it would result in. business 
for him. 

Fordyce said “the pressure for 
this proposal comes from special 
interests which expect to profit 
from it, the engineers who would 
do the engineering on municipal 
plants; investment bankers, who 
would handle the bonds, and Fair- 
banks, Morse & Co., which would 
sell the engines.” 

Tax Argument, 

A major portion of Fordyce’s 
argument was devoted to the as- 
sertion that the taxes which util- 
ities now pay the cities, State, 
school districts and the Federal 
Government would have to be 
made up from other sources if 
the utility business were taken

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HULL DENOUNCES | Clayton Class Calls on Senators 


To Bar: Ice Cream Cone Inflation 


BUTLER'S CHARGES 
ON LATIN AMERIA 


Asserts That Without Its 
Co-operation Course of 
the War Might Have 
Been Different.. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Praising the republics to the south 
for their aid in the fight against 
the Axis, Secretary of State Hull 
denied last night ap assertion by 
Senator Butler (Rep.), Nebraska, 
that United States funds were be- 
ing spent extravagantly in an ef- 
fort to buy South American friend- 
ship. 

Hull said Butler’s statement, is- 
gued after the Senator completed 
a 20,000-mile tour of Latin Amer- 
ica, was “unfair and unfounded.” 
The wording, he added, was “calcu- 
lated to injure” the entire good 
neighbor policy. 

“It is a tribute to the good sense 


of the people of the Americas, who 
have now had 10 years of experi- 
ence with the good neighbor pol- 
icy, that these gross misrepresen- 
tations were not generally be- 
lieved,” the secretary said in a 
statement, and added: 

“It is distressing that at a time 
when the nation is engaged in a 
gigantic effort to defeat the as- 
gasins of civilization a wholly in- 
defensible attack should be leveled 
at a policy so universally ac- 
claimed.”

Butler told the Senate last week 
that his investigation showed that 
United States commitments in Lat- 
in America totaled more than six 
billion dollars and that this coun- 
try was being played for a “suck- 
er” and inviting the contempt of 
the Southern Republics. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee reported yesterday that to- 
tal expenditures and loans to Lat- 
in American nations in the last 
three years amounted to $1,547,386,- 
000. Deducting $64,013,000 of loans 
repaid and payments resulting 
from lend-lease, the net United 
States commitments and loans 
were $1,483,373,000, the committee 
said in a report presented by 
Chairman McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee. 

Hull said he believed McKellar 
had presented “to the satisfaction 
of everybody the inaccuracies, the 
fallacies, and the misstatements of 
Senator Butler’s unfortunate alle- 
gations.” 

Acknowledging the possibility of 
“errors of judgment” in programs 
carried out under pressure of war, 
Hull said the main question is 
whether “we shall forget the broad 
essential nature of our co-opera- 
tive activities in the other Ameri- 
can republics and turn to a contro- 
Versy over a limited number of 
items of wartime expenditure.” 

He emphasized that “we in the 
United States are proud of our 
membership in the inter-American 
system through which the 20 
American republics have-so de- 
cisively met the challenge of our 
times.” 

Latin Nations and War. 

He noted that 13 of these coun- 
tries are at war with the Axis, 
that six others have broken diplo- 
matic relations with the Axis, and 
that Argentina alone has failed to 
act 


He said that the co-operating 
countries had opened their ports 
to United States ships, welcomed 
United States troops and devoted 
their minds, force and fields to the 
production of war materials. 

“They rounded up Axis spies and 
Saboteurs,” Hull continued, “and 
they shut off trade of benefit to 
the Axis. They co-operated in the 
defense of the Panama Canal and 
in the suppression of the subma- 
rine menace. 

“The plain truth is that without 
this co-operation the course of 
the war in highly essential stra- 
tegic areas might have been dif- 
ferent.”

AIR ATTACKS DRIVE 
NAZIS FROM ISLAND 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP).—Mount- 
ing Allied air assaults along the 
Yugoslay Adriatic coast have 
forced the Germans to abandon 
Uljan Island opposite Zara, and 
have played a big role in a heavy 
defeat inflicted on the invaders by 
Yugoslav ground forces near 
Zara, headquarters of Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz announced today. 

The Berlin radio reported an 
Allied seaborne excursion against 
Pag Island, north of Uljan Island. 
It said coastal batteries on Pag 
had sunk a fully manned Allied 
landing boat, and turned away 
other boats “trying to reach the 
island.” 

If true, this German account 
meant the Allies had made a bold 
penetration of the outer screen of 
numerous islands to reach Pag, 
which lies within the sheltered ap- 
proach Fiume naval base. 

Later a Budapest broadcast said 
German and Croat troops had 
landed on Pag, and occupied the 
town of the same name. 

The Partisan communique said: 

“In Dalmatia, units of the Na- 

tional Army of Liberation helped 
by Allied air forces heavily de- 
feated German troops near Zara. 
The Germans had heavy losses in 
men and material. 
‘ “Also thanks to the Allied air 
forces, German forces have had 
to evacuate the island of Uljan 
opposite Zara.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15. 


OPE that leaders of the South will work for the nomination of 
Senator Harry Byrd of Virginia as President “in a crusade such 
as the South has not seen since the campaign for white su- 


premacy,” was expressed here today by John U. Barr, New Orleans 
fiber mill operator and temporary chairman of the Byrd-for-President 


Committee. 

Barr disclosed that Byrd-for- 
President clubs already have been 
formed in six asatates-—Louisiana, 
North and South Carolina, Ala- 
bama, Florida and Mississippi. 
Considerable spadework has been 
started, he said, in Texas, Georgia, 
Tennessee, West Virginia and Ar- 
kansas. 

Senator Byrd, he went on, has 
mever been consulted about the 
effort to “draft” him for the presi- 
dency. Byrd told the Post-Dis- 
patch last week that he was not 
a candidate and did not intend to 
become one, but added significant- 
ly: “What man could refuse the 
nomination if offered to him?” 

Shortly after making this state- 
ment, Byrd was nominated for the 
presidency by Senator Ellison D. 
(Cotton Ed) Smith of South Caro- 
lina, rabid anti-New Deal Demo- 
crat. In his virulent speech the 
79-year-old Carolinian called on the 
South to secede from the Demo- 
cratic party and name its own 
candidate. He also urged “white 
supremacy,” echoing congressional 
debates of Civil War days. 

Barr said his committee differed 
with “Cotton Ed” Smith over the 
strategy to be followed. The com- 
mittee, he explained, wants to see 
Byrd nominated by the regular 
Democratic convention, not by a 
rump bloc of Southern Democrats. 
Asked what his group would do if 
Roosevelt was again the Demo- 
cratic nominee, he said he had an 
idea what might happen but didn’t 
care to discuss that phase of the 
political situation at this time. 

He struck at “defeatism and 
fear,” which, he said, is keeping 
many Southern bustness men and 
political leaders from joining the 
Byrd movement. But progress is 
being made, he said. “The na- 
tional headquarters of the cam- 
paign are located temporarily in 
the St. Charles Hotel in New Or- 
leans, where several employes are 
engaged in sending out literature 
and writing and answering let- 
ters,” he said. 

“It is our present purpose to or- 
ganize the South first and then 
expand into other sections of the 
country. Most of those so far ac- 
tive in the organization are self- 
made, small business men and 
women, none of whom aspires to 
any political office. 

“This movement to purge the 
Democratic party of the New Deal 
element has already strengthened 
the hand of every Southern Demo- 
crat in Congress opposed to the 
New Deal's waste of money, spent 
not for the war effort, but to build 
a bureaucracy.” 

The literature being sent out by 
the committee’s New Orleans office 
urges contributions for a campaign 
fund and suggests that each re- 
cipient of the literature “write a 
personal letter to at least 10 of 
your Southern friends, inviting 
their support and attaching there- 
to 10 copies of this statement,” 
chain-letter fashion. 

Byrd became Governor of Vir- 
ginia in 1926 at the age off 39. 
He inaugurated economies in the 
state government and continued 
his passion for economy as a Sen- 
ator when hé was named chair- 
man of the Joint Congressional 
Committee for the Reduction of 
Nonessential Federal Expenditures, 
known as the Byrd Committee. 


Ex-Democrat Invites Southerners 

to Fight Fourth Term. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
Senator Moore (Rep.), Oklahoma, 
e’s South- 


ern Democrats to join his party in 
opposing what he described as 
“fourth-term aspirations of the 
New Deal administration.” 

Moore, a Democrat who switched 
to the Republican party after the 
1940 Democratic convention, told 
the Senate “We are being led 
through sophistry into a fourth 
term and possible dictatorship.” 

“I share the mistrust with mil- 
lions of others in the honesty of 
the New Deal administration,” he 
said in a discussion of the adminis- 
tration-backed armed service vot- 
ing plan, recently defeated,in the 
Senate by combined Democratic- 
Republican opposition. Moore said 
the plan would have put control- 
ling power over next year’s elec- 
tion “in the hands of the President 
who presumably will be a candi- 
date to succees himself.” 

Acrid debate over soldier voting 
procedure culminated in an open 
row between the Senate’s Northern 
and Southern Democrats. .. 

Denouncing what he termed the 
“tyranny” of the 1940 Democratic 
convention, Moore said Southern 
Senators “should join an alliance 
that could be made _ effective 
against a repetition of such 
tyranny.” 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 


}replied that Moore had made a 


“cntemptible speech” in which he 
tried to “hide behind the constitu- 
tion.” He told Moore “You don’t 
want the soldiers to vote.” 

Representative Lynch (Dem.), 
New York, inquired in the House 
yesterday whether the Republicans 
intended to turn the 1944 presi- 
dential campaign into a “beauty 
contest.” 

Noting that the New York No\-s 
had commended Thomas E. 
Dewey to its readers as a strong 
Republican prospect because he “is 
handsome in a masculine way” 
and would attract the women’s 
vote, Lynch cried: 

“Oh, shades of Abraham Lin- 
coln, 

“There was a time when the Re- 
publicans nominated men of abil- 
ity. Now pulchritude is to be their 
theme.” 

Representative Gifford (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, was on his feet 
promptly. 

“The gentleman (Lynch) who 
has just taken his seat is one of 
the most handsome men in the 
house,” Gifford said. “I am 
amazed that he should criticise 
anyone on that ground.” 

Majority Leader McCormack of 

Massachusetts issued a statement 
assailing Gov. John W. Bricker of 
Ohio in particular and other Re- 
publicans in general for “play- 
ing politics” while President Roose- 
velt “is brilliantly and courage- 
ously performing his grave task of 
winning the war.” 
' McCormack said Bricker’s speech 
Saturday to the Pennsylvania So- 
ciety of New York “shows he has 
only one policy-—-attack everything 
President Roosevelt has done.” 

Furthermore, he said, “that Is 
the only policy, outside of Mr. 
Willkie, that all actual and pros- 
pective candidates for the Repub- 
lican nomination have.”

Recurrent German Threat to Slavs

HE determination of the Slav peoples to end once and for all the 
threat of German imperialism is one of the aspects of the new 
20-year Soviet-Czech alliance of mutual aid and friendship. The 


Slavs have been the chief targets of German aggression for half a 


century. 

The importance of the treaty in 
the present war period is not over- 
looked here. The Communist 
Party organ, Pravda, for example, 


pays tribute to the gallant Czech 
brigade which already has distin- 
guished itself at Kharkov and Kiev 
and forecasts increased military 
participation on the part of the 
Czechs. 

But current comment here cen- 
ters on Section III of the treaty 
which provides for immediate mili- 
tary and other support if Ger- 
many, or any nation allied with 
that country, ever again seeks to 
follow the old policy of drang nach 
osten (drive to the east). 


The Army newspaper Red Star 
declares that German imperialism 
for 50 years planned to seize vast 
Slav territories and to force their 
populations into a condition of 
“colonial slavery.” Twice in 30 
years the world has been plunged 
into war because of the mad 
dreams of the Germans, says Red 
Star. The task of the future, it 
declares, is to prevent any possible 
repetition. 


Most observers here interpret 
the invitation to Poland—implied 
in a protocol—to join the alliance 
as a considerable step toward re- 
storing Polish-Russian relations, 
although it is believed that it re- 
mains impossible for Moscow to 
reach terms with the present Pol- 
ish Government-in-exile. 

The Government organ, Izvestia, 
points out that the Czech-Soviet 
alliance forms the foundation for 
future international relations in 
Eastern Europe, based on an agree- 
ment with the greatest power, 
rather than resting insecurely on 
what it terms “an artificial federa- 
tion” of small powers which, in 


the end, would be directed against 


the Soviet Union instead of Ger- 
many. 

The new treaty also undertakes 
to allay the old bogey of Soviet 
expansion or interference in the 
affairs of other governments, says 
Izvestia, adding that it presents 
a model for Soviet relationships 
with smaller countries, with the 
important qualification that they 
must “participate in the common 
struggle against German imperial- 
ism.” 


Conferences Destroyed 
Axis Hopes That Sus- 
picion Between Allies 


Might Pave Way for 


War Compromise.

OW that the tumult and the 
N shouting attendant upon the 
meetings of Cairo and Teheran 
have died, the positive accomplish- 
ments which these meetings repre- 
sent can be. analyzed more ob- 

jectively. . 

The results of these meetings 
assure not only a coherence and 
unity in military strategy on 
the part of the four major pow- 
ers which had by no means 
previously existed, but they also 
imply an extent of effective co- 
operation in the task of safe- 
guarding peace and order in the 
postwar transition period that 
seemed far from certain a few 
months ago. 

They have finally destroyed the 
illusory hopes to which Germany 
and Japan so stubbornly clung, 
that suspicion between the Soviet 
Union on the one hand, and the 
United States and the British 
Commonwealth on the other, or 
friction between Great Britain and 
China, might bring about so great 
a weakening of the war effort of 
the United Nations as to pave the 
way for a compromise peace. 

The President has made no 
greater contribution to Allied 
unity, and has rendered no more 
far-reaching service in the attain- 
ment of the war aims of this 
country, than he has by his par- 
ticipation in these two epoch-mak- 
ing conferences. 

The meeting with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek at Cairo was held 
upon the friendly insistence of 
President Roosevelt. 


Chinese Resseuved. 


Many causes for Chinese mis- 
apprehension have now, due, at 
least in part, to the influence of 
the President, been dispelled. 

If the Chinese people are obliged 
to await the final all-out and con- 
certed American and British at- 
tack upon Japan until the war in 
Europe is won, they are never- 
theless assured, not only that the 
pressure against Japan will be un- 
relenting, but also that it is con- 
stantly rising,: and that it . will 
continue to rise until Japan is 
crushed. : 

At the same time, the United 
States and British governments 
promise th people of China that 


they seek no territory in the Pa-

cific themselves, and that all of the 
regions which Japan has seized 
from China during the last 60 
years, and some of which China 
had lost the hope of regaining, will 
be restored to them. 

In the same manner the doubts 
which some members of the Chi- 
nese Government have had as to 
the future objectives of the Sov- 
fet Union in the Far East have 
been allayed. For while Russia 
clearly could not participate in 
the Cairo meeting so long as she 
is not at war with Japan, it is 
equally evident that the promise 
made to China that Manchuria 
would be restored to her could 
not have’ been made save with 
the prior knowledge and agree- 
ment of the Soviet Government. 

When these terms shall have 
been carried out, once Japan has 
been “expelled from all other ter- 
ritories which she has _ taken,” 
China will become the dominant, 
and we have every reason to be- 
lieve, a co-operative and pacific 


power in Asia.

‘TERRIBLE JONES’ 
OF SLAV FORCES IS 


LONDON, Dec. 15 (AP).—New 
light was shed today on the mys- 
terious figure of Brigadier Fitzroy 
Hew Royle MacLean, leader of a 
British military mission in Yugo- 
slavia, whose exploits in guerrilla 
warfare in the Balkans led the 
Germans to dub him “Terrible Maj. 
Jones.” 

MacLean was identified by For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden in 
the House of Commons yesterday 
as the Briton who for several. 
months hag been sharing Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz’s will-o’-the-wisp- 
existence in the Yugoslav moun- 
tains, harassing the Germans, 

MacLean, a bachelor, is de- 
scribed by friends as a man of 
dual character—outwardly languid 
and casual, but inwardly burning 
with a zest for danger and adven- 
ture. He is the only son of Maj. 
Charles MacLean and a descendant 
of the fighting MacLeans of Ard- 
gour. 

Educated at Eton and Cam- 
bridge and with that traditional 
background for a diplomatic ca- 
reer, he became attached to the 
British Embassy in Paris and sub- 
sequently served in Moscow. In 
1941 he joined the Cameron High- 
landers, 

That same year he won a seat 
in Parliament, but he preferred 
North Africa as a _ battleground 
and in a few months became the 
first parachutist member of Com- 
mons. He led a secret column 
which struck 500 miles behind 
Marshal Rommel’s lines in the 
North Africa desert to raid a Nazi 
air base at Bengasi in October, 
1942. 

A long silence ag to his subse- 
quent activities now is broken by 
the disclosure that MacLean and 
picked fellow members of his mis- 
sion had landed by parachute in 
the heart of Yugoslavia to aid and 
advise Marshal Broz.

back into the war gradually by 
doing maybe a couple of weeks’ 
columns about how things were in 
Naples, what Italian women looked 
like, and whether the Island of 
Capri was as pretty as they say. 
But I don’t know what hap- 
pened. Something happened. I 
hadn't been in Naples two hours 
before I felt I couldn’t stand it, 
and by the next evening there I 
was—up in the mud again, sleeping 
on some straw and awakening 
throughout the night with the old 
familiar crash and thunder of the 
big guns in my reluctant ears. 
F It was the artillery for me this 
time. I went with an outfit I had 
known in England a year ago last 
fall, made up largely of men from 
the Carolinas and Eastern Ten- 
nessee.

They are terrific- 
ally big guns and, Lordy, do they 
make a noise!

Leader Fought in Last War. 
HIS regiment’s commander is a 
good-natured former textile- 
plant executive who fought all 

through the last war and has al- 

ready spent nearly a year in the 
front lines in this one. 

' He is humorous, as Southern as 

magnolia, and he loves being alive. 

He calls every soldier around him 

by his first name, 

He lives in a two-man tent with 
his executive officer. Right now 
it’s pitched on a hillside, and they 
have put big rocks under the 
bags of their bunks to keep them 
level, They wash from gasoline 
tins, and slog a quarter of a mile 
through deep mud for their meals. 

Both are men of refinement and 
accustomed to fine living back 
home. The colonel is 50, and liv- 
ing proof that middle-aged men of 
the right frame of mind can take 
it at the front.

When the wind blew 
them off, we tackéd them down. 

“Vandevoort's money belt, which 
had hung with his flying jacket 
in the tail, was used as a binder

“Patton (Malvern E. Patton .of 
Dayton, Wash.) had a wound that 
kept opening up whenever he 
moved. We decided to pool our 
first-aid packets on trying to save 
him and bound him up. 

“By the sixth day, Sgt. Edward

* moves the Big Parade of Allied might. Men who ° 


have betrayed their own people and overrun their 
neighbors now spend lengthening days and 
wretched nights searching through old experience 
and the new emergency for a way to join that 
parade and save their own_skins. 

Last week’s communique on Turkey, establish- 
ing “closest unity” in a “spirit of understanding 
and loyalty” between that nation and the United 
States and Britain, fell upon Sofia along with 
Allied bombs that chewed at the panicked city 
for 106 minutes. 

‘The pro-Nazi Premier of Bulgaria struggles to 
hold his Government together, sends his Ministers 
through the country to explain its policy to the 
people. They are not reluctant to leave the bombed 
city. Frantically he bids for a negotiated peace, 
one that will keep for Bulgaria her territorial 
snatches from Yugoslavia and Greece—Hastern 
Serbia, Macedonia, an Aegean coastline. It is a 
second demonstration to the Allies, after Italy, that 
Fascists are turncoats seeking any bargain that 
might secure their illegal gains and their per- 
sonal safety. 

Ankara, watching the Balkan satellites sweat 
and scurry, is braver than ever in embracing the 
Allied cause. An emboldened Turkish press 
proclaims that the country “is in reality one of 
the United Nations. . . , Her neutrality exists 
only in a legal sense.” 

While oily Von Ribbentrop tries to soothe the 
Finns, while German diplomacy gambles to bind 
the Ryti Government against further attempts to 
cast off a Nazi partnership for peace, the Hitler- 
ite stooge of Hungary begins pulling his own 
strings. Loudly he demands that Hungarian sol- 
diers fighting the battle of Russia be sent home, 
He thug admits that the Fascist cause is hopeless, 
and signals to those already aboard the Allied 
bandwagon that Hungary really has no heart for 
Axis partnership. It is the same with Rumania, 
whose citizens beg in Switzerland for peace, while 
Premier Antonescu wonders if some truce can be 
contrived before the Russians reach into Moldavia. 

Not only must the weakening conquerors police 
these lands that were once, at least by treaty 
and declaration, loyal to the Axis. The Partisans 
of Yugoslavia, with new hope and arms and aid 
from the Allies, feel strong enough to organize 
a Council of Liberation, to plan a democratic 
government along the lines of the Swiss confed- 
eration, with right of secession granted to any 
nationality within its framework. Meanwhile, 
Nazis bleed dearly for any gains against them 
in the desperate Bosnian and Dalmatian fighting. 

And in France, pro-Nazi officials die, strikes 
spread and the Paris radio admits that anarchy 
sweeps the country. “People are being killed 
on every street corner,” says the newspaper 
Aujourd’huil. Craven collaborationist Marcel Deat 
admits it, admits that what he calls “highwaymen 
and assassins are everywhere.” é 

The beginning of the end in Europe, the Allies 
must realize, can present terrific problems. They 
must be on guard against a negotiated peace with 
any nation that sacrifices one principle of the 
Atlantic Charter, the Moscow Declaration, the 
declaration on Iran. They must shun any peace 
offered by an Antonescu or a Laval or a Petain 
in an effort to whitewash his own guilt and to 
escape the judgment of his own people. 

The whole Axis satellite front is cracking under 
the hammer blows of the United Nations armies 
and aircraft. The satellites are in no position 
to drive bargains with us,

Come to think of it, 
since reading about the match-folder project, we 
find our own hopes running a little low. A few 
matches might be just what the doctor or- 
dered.

Just be sure they’re dry. 
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Veto for an Army Band 


It was only a few weeks ago that the Musicians’ 
Union, in all its power and righteousness, refused 
to let a high school band play at the proposed 
Girl Scouts’ Doll Show, and so brought about 
cancellation of the event. Now the disciples of 
Jameg Caesar Petrillo have shown their might 
again, this time by preventing a 100-piece Jeffer- 
son Barracks band from furnishing the music for 
an OCD meeting at Kiel Auditorium. 

Stopping the Doll Show was a contemptible 
act. Barring the Army band is high-handed as 
well.

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Why Not an Oil Subsidy? 


If the will of the House prevails, price controls 
will suffer a serious blow when crude-oil ceiling 
prices are pushed upward 35 to 74 cents a barrel, 
as ordered by the lower chamber’s vote of 171 to 


92. A price increase is *necessary, it is argued, 


in order to insure adequate production, chiefly 
by stimulating development of new fields. 

Adequate oil production is highly important, 
both for the nation’s war needs and for civilian 
uses. But is it necessary to impose a blanket 
price rise that will add to the cost of living, to 
the cost of fighting the war, and thus will con- 
tribute directly to inflation? 

There is no recorg that the major companies 
are selling oil at a loss, Instead, they are enjoy- 
ing prosperity. So why should Congress override 
the OPA and order an increase in these com- 
panies’ profits in order to help the marginal 
producers and stimulate the search for new ofl 
wells? 

Here, it would seem, {fs a situation made to 
order for applying the subsidy principle, as it 
has been applied in many other fields... Low- 
yield copper mines, for instance, were brought 
back into production by means of Government 
payments to cover their necessarily higher costs, 
without increasing the price of all the copper 
on the market. The price of numerous food 
products has been held down by means of subsi- 
dies, thus preventing price increases which would 
cost the public far more than the amount of the 
Federal payments. 

Unless the purpose of this bill is to increase 
the profits of oil companies, subsidies ought to 
be the answer, 
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Senator Clark objects to calling the airplane a 
blessing, on the ground that it is a disaster. Yes, 
but look whose disaster, Senator. 
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A Fair Break for Missouri Cities 


In the old days, when public utility lobbyists 
ran wild in Missouri, their slogan seemed to be, 
“Never give a sucker an even break.” So they 
poured their money into State and local elections, 
entertained legislators with a lavish hand, put 
public officials on their secret payrolls and oth- 
erwise made gure that the advocates of munici- 
pal ownership were frustrated at every turn. 

Federal investigation and prosecution taught 
the utilities a lesson, and there has been no trace 
recently of the old corrupt methods. The slogan 
still seems to stand, however, for utilities inter- 
ests now are working with might and main at 
the Constitutional Convention to block approval 
of the proposal which would give Missouri cities 
an even break in acquiring and operating utili- 
ty plants. At last night’s committee hearing, the 
plan was denounced by their spokesman as “pure 
Socialism.” 

The Maupin —— would do no more than 
put municipalities on the same basis as utilities, 
It provides for the issuance of revenue bonds by 
cities for constructing or acquiring waterworks, 
gas plants, electric plants, etc. This is exactly 
the method the utilities use, but the majority 
of Missouri cities do not have this privilege. 

The proposal also provides for a simple major- 
ity vote by the people of a city for approval of 
municipal ownership. The present requirement 
is a two-thirds vote, while a utility can get a 
franchise by a simple majority. Again, the idea 
of the proposal is to give the cities an even break, 

It is legitimate for the utilities to oppose muni- 
cipal plants, which are their competitors, and 
often highly successful ones. But by what prin- 
ciple of fair play can the utilities insist on keep- 
ing their present undue statutory advantages? 

The only principle that upholds such a course 


is the cynical and discredited old saying, “Never 


give a sucker an even break.”

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More Civilian Goods—When? 


A sign of coming pain in connection with the 


‘return of. industry to peacetime production is 


seen in the unauthorized strike of steel workers 
at the McKeesport plant of the National Tube Co, 
Here the workers walked out because it was an- 
nounced a furnace was to be closed down for lack 
of orders. 

It is inevitable that war orders will decline. 
There are many indications that in some lines 
the production peak has been reached. How 
much longer top production will continue in 
ships, tanks, guns and many other items depends 
on the progress of the war. An early end of the 
European war would quickly be reflected in cur- 
tailed production. 

Obviously alarmed at the prospect of —— 
unemployment in the transition period, President 
Philip Murray of the CIO has appealed to the 
War Production Board to permit early resump- 
tion of wide use of steel in the manufacture of 
goods for civillans. Already, WPB has offered 
some relaxation in this field, permitting increased 
output of electric irons, washing machines, pres- 
sure cookerg and even hairpins and various 
gadgets. 

As long as steel and the fabricating facilities 
are needed for war supplies, their use should be 
restricted to those purposes. The national wel- 
fare will be served, however, by an early return, 
whenever possible, to production of many articles 
It is the responsibility of the 
WPB to weigh carefully all the possibilities and 
try to keep the delicate production machine in 
balance.

Hirohito, Tool of the War Lords 


State Department papers showing how militarists imposed will on 


Jap Emperor should not build up case for a deal with him, news- 
paper says; Mikado is so weak that any bargain with him would be 


worthless; in any event, a heavy burden of war guilt lies upon ruler. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 


Timing of the State Department’s release 
of “secret papers,” showing how Emperor 
Hirohito has been a prisoner of the Jap 
war lords, can only be called unfortunate. 

It should not lead us to confused think- 
ing. It should not be interpreted as fore- 
shadowing a postwar deal with Hirohito as 
representative of the better element among 
our enemies. 


Coming right after disclosures of the mag- 
nificent way our men fought and died at 
Tarawa, these “secret papers” make any 
question of the Jap Emperor’s complicity in 
the war wholly immaterial. 


Recall also the —— —— of the 
Cairo conference, reducing Japan to a 
fourth-rate island power, and the release 
must be taken as a routine matter which 
apparently was given little thought by the 
aids of Mr. Hull. 


It is understandable why some should 
jump to the conclusion that there was a 
motive in apparently suggesting to the 
American people that Hirohito isn’t. too bad 
a fellow. Especially in view of our benev- 
olent official attitude toward Otto of Haps- 
burg, the House of Savoy and Franco. 


Unacceptable on Either Count 


But what these State Department “secret 
papers” show is that if Hirohito isn’t an 


active collaborator of his war lords, he is 
an incredibly weak and ineffectual fellow. 


So weak and ineffectual that any deal we 
might make with him after the war would 
be worthless, 

True, the State Department has long been 
tender with respect to mention of Hirohito’s 
name in official speeches, preferring use of 
“war lords,” out of respect to the Emperor. 
Reported instructions to our Tokyo flyers 
not to bomb the Emperor’s palace were 
based on a perfectly understandable effort 


to avert reprisals, from Japs outraged by 
an attack on Hirohito, not as Emperor but 
as Sun God. 

Our tenderness in that instance apparent- 
ly was wasted. 

Americans have not forgotten the cold- 
blooded murder of several of the 10 Amer- 
ican aviators captured after the Doolittle 
raid. 

We have not forgotten the treachery of 
Pearl Harbor, the siege of Bataan; the 
countless other savage crimes from Hong-~ 
kong to Singapore; the latest use of poi- 
son gas against the Chinese. 

Nor shall we forget those 1026 dead and 
2557 wounded Marines who conquered Ta- 
rawa—for us—with their blood! 


Mikado’s Part in War 


Perhaps Hirohito is so feeble that he is a 
puppet who changes ‘his policy with each 
change of war-lord binets. Perhaps he 
never was very anxious for war with the 
United States. 


But he also has Salled upon his soldiers 
to fight our ocldiers “to the last man.” He 
has been lavish in rewarding the Generals 
and Admirals who ¢arried out the barbar- 
ism and butchery 6f Americans. And he dec- 
orated the famous yammering Yamamoto, 
who was going to “dictate peace in the 
White House.” Decorated him for “victory” 
in the Battle of Midway, which we won. 


No, we may discount Hirohito as a polit- 
ical and military factor in the postwar 
world. These “secret papers” show him up 
as a weaker sister than Victor Emmanuel 
—and that’s going some. But we cannot 
absolve him from war guilt. 

What's more, we are not going to make 
the same mistake after this war that we

Representative Clarence Cannon, Demo- 
crat from Missouri and chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, hag ex- 
pounded his legislative philosophy in words 
deserving to be immortalized in letters of 
sounding brass. 

When a communication from William 
Green, opposing the anti-subsidy bill in the 
interests of labor, was read on the floor, 
Mr. Canmpn delivered himself of this sterl- 
ing sentiment: “I have always followed Mr. 
Green on labor bills. But this is not a 
labor bill. This is a farm bill. On this bill, 
I follow the farm leaders.” 

Could it have been put more succinctly? 
Could there be a sublimer example of sub- 
serviency to every pressure bloc, however 
contradictory their demands, or a more per- 
fect example of why Congressmen occasion- 
ally produce that wild, haunted look in the 
citizen’s eye? 

Mr. Cannon will follow labor leaders 
on “labor” bills and farm leaders on “farm” 
bills. The notion that “labor” bills can and 
do directly affect farmers; that “farm” bills 
often strike home at labor’s budget and 
breakfast table, and that both kinds of bills 
intimately involve basic public and national 
interests larger than either group—interests 
which it is supposedly the duty of a legis- 


lator to consider and represent—has evi- 
dently not penetrated the Carinon con- 
sciousness, 

He will make himself the perfect register 
for every pressure lobby in its own “field” 
and if he manages in the process to get 
farmers, labor unionists and the public all 
entangled in the same disastrous inflation, 
it will probably never occur to him that he 
was in any way responsible for the result. 
Too many Congressmen seem to be like 
that.

The richer you are in experience and 
thought, the greater joy and profit you will 
receive from this book. Be you as simple 
as a child, you will still reap richly by 
patiently reading, thinking much, and “dig- 
ging.” 

The Italian scholar-statesman who wrote 
it was already eminent when in 1917-18 he 
was Orlando's head of press and propagan- 
da. He grew in stature when in 1931 he 
humbly sought refuge in America from the 
castor oil and trigger-men of the then much- 
praised Duce. Seeing us at our very worst, 
he loved us. He paid his “few pennies for 
the priceless document” which made him 
our fellow-citizen. 

Borgese mastered our idiom so thorough- 
ly that he must now be admired as one who 
helps, as Marlowe, Addison, Swift, Jeffer- 
son and Whitman helped, to make our no- 
ble English speech more beautiful, forceful, 
transparent.

Borgese paints the whole world crisis, 
the whole procession of mankind’s advance, 
on a mural crowded with a thousand scenes 
and faces, a Bayeaux tapestry, sewn in shiz 
ing words, of Mazzini, Lincoln, Churchill, 
Stalin, Roosevelt, Leo XIII, Pius XII, Ba- 
kunin, Bismarck, Marx, Robespierre, Tolstoi, 
Henry George, Machiavelli, Wells, Welles, 
Quislings,; Darlans, Franco, Gandhi, Eng- 
land, America, Russia, Italy. 

We have had our fill of fulsome rage 
from newcomers. Here is forthright, an- 
alytical, searching, profound criticism done 
in the grand manner, with clarity and 
charity. There is no whining of a Carlyle 
in $2 words (E flat minor with oboes). 
Borgese says it in brilliant E major, with 
full-throated trumpets and trombones; with 
quartets for French horns for the ae 
statements, with flutes, with 
unison.

“I speak the password primeval, 
I give the sign of democracy.” 

Thus Whitman, and thus, with global 
counterpoint, Borgese. 

He tells how quickly the bandit leaders 
can be disarmed and hand struck to hand 
around the world, if we do not betray, but 
show full faith in the Common Cause. He 
reminds us that our Founding Fathers blue 
printed a semi-hemispheric Utopia, which 
to the amazement of a doubting world took 
form and lived on splendidly and is today 
the hope of all mankind. He urges new 
Utopians to work with expanded faith in the 
common cause to build a global comity, a 
House of Man.

HE conflict between the organized farm groups and organized 
labor is undoubtedly the main fact in our domestic politics. Let

The inducements have taken the 


form of higher prices, various types of subsidy and higher wage rates. 


The monetary inducements to 
wage earners have been relatively 
higher on the whole than those to 
the farmers or to any other large 
group in the nation. For in the 
absence of compulsory service, men 
had to be lured out of the less es- 
sential occupations to which they 
were accustomed into the vital war 
industries to which they were not 
- accustomed. Women had to be in- 
duced to enter factories. Families 
had to be induced to move from 
their homes to the new and over- 
crowded centers of war production. 
To make the inducement sufficient 
the rates of wages became abnor- 
mally high, and these high rates 
for the new labor force that had 
to be lured were naturally applied, 
under union pressure, to the old 
labor force in the war industries. 
Where this did not happen, as in 
the case of the coal miners who 
worked for two years under a pre- 
war contract, there was bitter re- 
sentment which John L, Lewis re- 
flected and acted upon. The net 
result of the national policy of in- 
ducing war work rather than of 
requiring it as a national service 
has been that wage earners are 
for the time being the newly rich. 


The farmers have also had avery 
substantial increase of money in- 
come—but not so much of an inr 
crease as they would have had in 
an uncontrolled market. They have 
had much worry and trouble ad- 
justing themselves as managers of 
their enterprises to to changing 
war conditions. Though absolutely 
they have on the whole done well, 
relatively they have not done so 
well as the war workers and they 
have been told by their leaders and 
by politicians cadging their votes 
that the government controls as 
set up in the interests of organ- 
ized labor deprive the farmers of 
profit that they could otherwise 
earn.

Movement Is Inflationist. 

HIS conflict has come to a 

head in Congress in the move- 
ment to prohibit so-called consum- 
er food subsidies and in a general 
assault on the whole system of 
price control. The movement is un- 
deniably inflationist; the farm bloc 
throughout American history has 
favored soft money—usually to re- 
duce the burden of its indebted- 
ness to its creditors in the cities, 
in this case to lower what it re- 
gards as the unduly high real 
wages of industrial labor. 

In the conflict between the farm 
organizations and the labor unions 
both parties in Congress have be- 
come entangled. Neither of them 
has been able to rise above it and 
make itself the guardian of the 
national interest. The Republicans 
have allied themselves with the 
farm organizations. Their calcu- 
lation is that they can take for 
granted the bulk of the employers, 
a considerable mass of those who 
are generally disgruntled with the 
Administration, and that labor 
may be divided by the factionalism 
of men like John L. Lewis, or be 
in part disfranchised by change of 
residence or by being in the armed 
forces. 

The southern wing of the Demo- 
cratic party has also allied itself 
with the farm organizations which 
speak for powerful interests in the 
Southern states. Moreover, the 
South, which is entering a new 
and undoubtedly great era of in- 
dustrialization, is represented in 
politics by men who distrust the 
new status of the wage earner. 
This distrust is exacerbated by the 
fact that so much potential labor 
in the South is Negro labor. 


A wise man once said: “Beware 
of too much explaining, lest we 
end by too much excusing.” In this 
conflict, even if we explain every- 
thing, making a catalogue of all 
the grievances and resentments 
that just men might feel or dema- 
gogues arouse, the fact remains 
that failure of Congress to stand 
high and firm above the farmer- 
labor conflict is inexcusable, Even 
if the farm leaders and the labor 
leaders really spoke for all farmers 
and laborers, which by all objec- 
tive tests of opinion they do not, 
it is still the fact that these are 
special interests contending for 
special advantages. 

At the climax of this great war 
and on the eve of the terrible 
ordeal through which our fighting 
men have still to pass, it is a sorry 
spectacle to have the Congress of 
the United States demeaning itself 
to this struggle instead of insist- 
ing that it be composed. For these 
lobbyists, to whom they bend their 
quaking knees, are quarreling 
about money while men are dying 
and the world is on fire,

Not Playing Good Polities. 

F the politicians must play poli- 

tics, not being willing to risk 
their seats while’ other men risk 
their lives, then let them realize 
that they are not playing good 
politics. The first to play stupid 
politics was the administration. 
Any experienced observer could 
have told the administration, and 
many of them have repeatedly told 
it, that if it did ‘not insist upon 
universal service, if it had instead 
to inflate the wage rates to man 
the war industries, then elementary 
prudence required that it insist 
upon regulating the power of labor 
unions as it had regulated corpora- 
tions, stock exchanges and. banks. 
The combination of an excessive 
demand for labor and the unrégu- 
lated power of the unions was 
bound to produce a bitter reaction 
in the rest of the community. 

But the Republican politicians in 
Congress are playing no less stupid 
politics. They have forgotten the 
housewives, the pensioners, . the 
government employes on fixed sal- 
aries, the bondholders and the in- 
sured, the families of men depend- 
ent on soldiers’ allowances, and 
the soldiers themselves whose sav- 
ings at home are threatened, who 
when they are demobilizéd will be 
the first to suffer if the inflation- 
ists break up the control of prices.

The Republican politicians in 
Congress are also forgetting the 
interests of the employers and the 
financial institutions. They treat 
them as so anti-New Deal as to be 
securely in the bag. If the Repub- 
lican politicians upset the price 
and wage structure and weaken 
the currency they will present in- 
dustry and banking with insoluble 
problems during the remainder of 
the war and in the period of recon- 
version. 

If the Republican party has one 
economic principle which has been 
a fundamental doctrine since Alex- 
ander Hamilton it has been that 
money must be sound and solid. 
Yet here is the party in Congress 
going straight down the line for 
the inflationists—refusing to hold 
prices level, refusing to tax, en- 
couraging every special interest 
which if it had its way would 
make the real value of the Ameri- 
can dollar lower and dangerously 
uncertain. 

No wonder the Republicans who 
take a national view and would 
like their party to represent it are 
dismayed.

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F. D.R. AND WILLKIE 
ON FUNCTIONS OF 
CHURCH IN WARTIME 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and Wendell 
L. Willkie set forth last night what 
they believed to be the functions 
of the Christian church in the 
world today. 

Their statements, in response to 
an inquiry by the Rt. Rev. Walter 
H. Gray, suffragan bishop of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Connecticut 
and president of the Church Con- 
gress, were made public by the 
National Council of the Episcopal 
Church. 

The statements; in part: 

President Roosevelt—“In these 
days of struggle which try every 
soul and every institution and 
every tradition, we are all in des- 
perate need of a light that is not 
of man. May God grant that,the 
church will not fail in providing 
the light in our spiritual darkness. 
For if we lack spiritual guidance 
for our immediate problems and 
set our feet in consequence upon 
obscure ways, our children shall 
wander for long years in a moral 
wilderness.” 

Willkie—“I am convinced this is 
the time for the church to redis- 
cover, reassess and reaffirm its 
ideals and convictions. I believe 
that now we must make a delib- 
erate choice—whether we will 
translate our verbal declarations 
of faith into tangible deeds of 
action or whether we are content 
to forfeit our right to keep faith 
with the future.” 


LEBANON (ILL.) EX-MAYOR DIES 


Frank J. Betten, a former mayor 
of Lebanon, U. died of infirmities 
at his home yesterday afternoon. 
He was 83 years old. Betten, for 
54 years superintendent of the 
Pfeffer Milling Co., Lebanon, 
served as Mayor during 1920-21. 

He is survived by a son, Fran- 
cis.

DANGERS OF LET-UP 
IN PRICE CONTROL CITED 


OPA Executives Told Public 
Is Not Yet Educated to 
Inflation Threat. 


Public apathy toward price con- 
trol may cause a runaway infla- 
tion, Office of Price Administra- 
tion officials have warned at a 
two-day meeting of OPA regional 
and district board operations exec- 
utives, which opened yesterday at 
Hotel Statler. 

Officials from all parts of the 
country, holding their bi-monthly 
meeting here to discuss opera- 
tional problems, asserted that 
unless the general public becomes 
equally aware of price control as 
it has of rationing, only a few 
months remained until a complete 
“runaway” would break loose. This 
statement of opinion occurred dur- 
ing a discussion of OPA diffi- 
culties in obtaining volunteer price 
panel assistants to check retail 
prices and inform retailers of in- 
fractions of OPA regulations. 

Marshall A. Mott of Washington, 
assistant to the general manager of 
OPA, said that one way to make 
the people price conscious would be 
to talk “price control” to them in- 
stead of to merchants. He pointed 
out that the public has to be “sold” 
on controlling inflation. 

Although the price control pro- 
gram has been spotty, Mott told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter after yes- 
terday’s sessions, the situation is 
now improving because “we’re n0w 
getting down to specific projects.” 
He cited community pricing on 
food items as an example. 

“Every time the public pays over 
the ceiling prices,” Mott declared, 
“it is cutting its nose to spite its 
face.” He urged shoppers to re- 
port neglect of OPA regulations to 
local boards. 

The public is not aware that the 

War Price and Ration Board is the 
place to make price violation com- 
plaints, one regional official said. 
Stating that the boards do not 
help to make people aware of the 
fact, he asserted that local board 
chairmen would first have to be 
made price conscious. Until such 
time as the public becomes price 
conscious, a New England regional 
OPA official said, Congress’ stand 
on subsidies will continue to hurt 
price control. He added that the 
OPA was seeking subsidies as an 
essential aid to the price control 
program. 
Charles R. Frederick, district 
board operations executive in St. 
Louis, told the meeting that the 
price division here was trying to 
build a price control program 
around 30 neighborhood trade as- 
sociations who have been invited 
to co-operate in establishing price 
panels. He said that at a recent 
meeting of the group, they agreed 
to investigate possibilities of set- 
ting up sub-panel offices in their 
loca] neighborhoods. 

Other factors mentioned as im- 
peding the price control program 
were habits of installment buying, 
which gave a false impression of 
the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar, and the inability to get volun- 
teers to work in rural areas where 
marketing facilities are spread 
over a distance, 


INCOME TAX OFFICE TO STAY 
OPEN UNTIL MIDNIGHT TONIGHT 


The Field Division Office of the 
Collector of Internal Revenue, in 
the basement of the Federal Build- 
ing, Twelfth boulevard and Market 
street, will remain open until mid- 
night tonight, the deadline for 
making second payments on esti- 
mated 1943 income and the filing 
of first returns on 1943 income by 
farmers. 

Income tax payments to be made 
are those on income ‘received over 
and above that which is withheld 
from salaries by employers. To- 
night also is the deadline for fil- 
ing amendments to estimated in- 
come tax returns filed Sept. 15. 
No estimate is available of the 
amount of money received to date. 

Entrance to the Field Division 
Office in the basement is by a 
separate doorway at the northwest 
corner of the Federal Building.

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WAR-CACHED ART 
TO BE RETURNED TO 
NEW YORK MUSEUM 


Air Raid Danger Apparently 
Past—Objects Stored Since 
Pear: Harbor. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP).—Ap- 
parently convinced that New York 
now is safe from air attack, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art is re- 
turning scores of priceless art ob- 
jects stored in a secret war hide- 
out since Pearl Harbor. 

Francis Henry Taylor, Museum 
director, disclosed last night that 
the art work again would be put 
on exhibition, shortly after Mayor 
F. H. LaGuardia announced that 
82 city-owned paintings of famous 
Americans, stored with the Mu- 
seum art objects, soon would be 
returned to City Hall. 

Speaking of the city collection, 
works of American artists valued 
at several million dollars, LaGuar- 
dia said: “I have decided that they 
can be returned, as I believe we 
can now take the chance.” 

Taylor said the transportation of 
the art objects from a bomb-proof, 
steel and concrete shelter 100 miles 
out of the city, probably would be 
completed by late spring or early 
summer, 

About 15,000 valuable pieces of 
art were cached in storage imme- 
diately after this country entered 
the war.

DR IH KELLOGRDIES: 
HEAD OF SANTARUM 


Battle Creek Health Authority 
Was 91, Had Been Ill 
for Five Months. 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich., Dec. 15 
(AP).—Dr. John Harvey Kellogg, 
physician, health authority and 
head of the Battle Creek Sani- 
tarium, died last night at the age 
of 91. 

Dr. Kellogg had been in failing 
health for about six months and 


‘i had not been at his office for about 


five months. 

He was a leader of a health 
movement that bars meat from 
the diet, emphasizing the food val- 
ue of grains, fruits and vegetables. 

His brother, W. : A 
heads the W. K. Kellogg Co., cereal 
manufacturer. 

A native of Tyrone, N. Y., Dr. 
Kellogg had made his.home in 
Battle Creek since moving here 
with his parents when he was a 
child. He attended Battle Creek 
schools, Michigan State Normal 
School and the University of Mich- 
igan. 

He was a practicing surgeon 
while still in his seventies and was 
the author of several books on 
dietetics. 

Dr. Kellogg's wife died in 1920. 
They had no children. 

He and Mrs. Kellogg, however, 


‘| provided funds for the education 


of many boys and girls, virtually 
rearing 40 children and legally 
adopting several of them. 

Dr. Kellogg had continued to 
operate the Battle Creek sani- 
tarium in other quarters after the 
Army established the Percy Jones 
General Hospital more than a year 
ago in the institution’s principal 
building. 

The sanitarium, one of the most 
famous institutions of its kind, was 
the center of three schools—teach- 
ing nursing, home economics and 
physical education—founded by Dr. 
Kellogg. 

Dr. Kellogg, advocating fresh air 
for health, slept out of doors for 
more than half a century, credit- 
ing that along with his meatless 
diet for his prolonged life.

lying inside hear us. They had 
agreed that since we were so lost, 
two parties would have more 
chance of getting through than 
one and agreed we should leave. 
. “On Sunday the 16th we started 
out. We had the other compass, 
which we had found under Sgt. 
Pitch’s body. It was the liquid 
type; you had to walk holding it 
in front like a candle to keep it 
working. 

“We took some of the Aussie 
emergency ration. That is dried 
fruit, perhaps apricots, raisins or 
peaches, which is compressed to- 
gether so tightly it loses identity 
as fruit. We had a dextrose tab- 
let and two chocolate bars. Also 
12 being alive, we divided one de- 
fense biscuit into 12 parts and 
tried to divide equally the two 
meat cans and canned cheese we'd 
found. ‘ 

Cross Big Mountain. 

“Holleman and Algust, the big- 
ger men and stronger, led the way 
and broke the trail. At sunset we 
crossed the biggest mountain ‘we'd 
geen. It was so steep you couldn’t 
climb. That first night we got 
marooned on a ledge 18 inches 
wide and seven feet long. At dawn 
we began to get good weather, but 
it lasted only until 10 o’clock, when 
the rainy mists closed in again. 
It began raining constantly, and 
we could hear the motors of the 
planes above all the muck still 
faithfully hunting for us, But they 
got fewer and fewer as we went 
ajong. 

“On Monday we began using our 
50 precious feet of rope needed 
for crossing rivers to lower our- 
selves from the ledges and preci- 
pices. We ate one of the choco- 
late bars. 

“We could move only slowly. We 
had to watch out for tripping 
vines, and there were big fallen 
logs that had to be circled be- 
cause it used too much energy to 
climb over them limping. We were 
working all the time through 
places where you could see that 
no human creature could ever 
have gone before. 

“Most of our wounds were fes- 
tering. I had a fester the size of 
a hen’s egg on one hand. We 
stopped to let the water out of it, 
and the drained wound smelled so 
bad I thought it was rotting. The 
skin, emptied, hung down, and I 
cut it off with a razor blade. That 
was a mistake because now it was 
exposed, and I could no longer use 
trees to pull myself along or even 
hold a cane. . 

Day’s Hike Lost. 

“The third day we followed all 
day along a ridge to keep from 
fatiguing ourselves by the alter- 
nating downward and upward 
climbs. At dusk we came to the 
end of the ridge. It was a sheer 
dropoff, a cliff. We had to wait 
for morning and then work our 
way back, a whole day’s energy 
lost. 

“On the ‘fourth day we found 
two frogs, and then a single fresh 
water clam. We split them four 
ways, and I was the lucky one. I 
got the frog's legs. 

“We decided to go down a stream 
and that night we stayed by a 
waterfall. On Thursday the twen- 
tieth we lost our footing repeatedly 
and kept almost having our brains 
knocked out. We decided there was 
no future in that and turned back 
to the stream. ' 

“On the twenty-first we walked 
until almost dark along the creek- 
bed, with a sheer waterfall turn- 
ing up at the end. Its face was 
too hard to climb, so we turned 
back and started up the mountain. 
We climbed 2000 feet and got to 
the peak half an hour before night, 
and saw a kind of plain below .us. 

“On the twenty-second, after a 
night huddled in the hollow be- 
tween the roota of a tree. we 
started down and reached the plain 
about 4:30 p. m. We found it was 
not a plain at all, but a valley 
full of wet moss. We waded 
through this soaking stuff for a 
half-hour, wet to the thighs. Then 
we simply pressed back the moss 
and lay down as we were. 

“It had rained all that day and 
it rained that night in the plain of 
moss. It was very cold. 7. 

“By this time we were suffering 
most from salt fatigue, from 
sweating so much and not getting 
the salt replaced with food. We 
were getting so faint that we made 
hardly a mile and a half the morn- 
ing of the next day. But we 
crossed the mossy valley and 
climbed up the other side again 
~y a point about 2000 feet above 

“We had expected from this look- 
out to see something promising in 
some direction. What we saw al- 
most broke our hearts. In every 
direction there was nothing but 
a stormy sea of green jungle, dis- 
ordered peaks and valleys, There 
were mountains and more moun- 
tains whichever way you looked.”

Locomotive Program Lags. 

Railroad freight requirements 
for 1944 are expected to rise from 
732 billion miles in 1943 to 770 bil- 
lion, while rail passenger travel, 
which increased about 58 per cent 
this year, will mount a further 15 
per cent next year. But the esti- 
mate is presented that out of 878 
new locomotives ordered by the 
railroads this year, only 620 will 
be delivered by Dec, 31. Corre- 
sponding figures for new freight 
cars are 60,000 and 27,360, and for 
rails, 2,100,000 and 1,500,000 tons. 

As in the case of farm equip- 
ment, which the committee inves- 
tigated in the latter part of 1942, 
it was found that manufacture of 
transportation equipment was be- 
ing neglected in favor of the man- 
ufacture of war material, and that 
throughout the field ——— 
set up by the War oduction 
Board were responsible for delays 
in replacing locomotives, freight 
cars, rails, trucks and commercial 
aircraft. 

Since its investigation began, the 
committee reported, production of 
locomotives, far below schedule 
during the. first nine months of 
this year, has been ordered stepped 
up and provision has been made 
for additional manufacture of 
freight cars. Recently parts for 
heavy and medium civilian trucks 
received the same priority as mili- 
tary trucks, but parts for light 
trucks and passenger cars still 
have inferior ratings. 

Army Cites Demands, 

The Army had demanded 742,000 
new trucks in 1944. The require- 
ments for lend-lease were 52,000 
trucks and 15,000 for the Office of 
Economic Warfare. After the com- 
mittee called attention to the seri- 
ous situation in the domestic truck- 
ing industry, it was said, the Army 
reduced its requirement three per 
cent; OEW 36 per cent, and lend- 
lease more than 50 per cent. The 
1944 truck production for 1944 was 
increased from 19,218 in the first 
six months to 81,000 for the entire 
year. 

“Barring unforeseen develop- 
ments,” declared Senator James 
M. Mead of New York in present- 
ing the report, “these steps, and 
others which the committee has 
been assured will be taken, should 


javoid any breakdown or substan- 


tial diminution of essential trans- 
portation. But further and con- 
stant attention should be given to 
the problem if we expect the trans- 
portation system to be equal to all 
the important demands our war 
effort will make on it in 1944.” 
Air Lines Hampered. 

The air lines are also suffering 
from lack of equipment, the re- 
port declared. -In May, 1942, the 
military services took over about 
half of the 324 planes then owned 
by the air lines. By increasing the 
operation of their remaining 170 
planes from eight to 11 hours a 
day and their carrying loads to 
capacity, the commercial com- 
panies were able to handle almost 
as Many passenger miles as before, 
and a far greater volume of mail, 
express and excess baggage, it was 
related, 

The committee had recommend- 
ed previously that the Army and 
Navy should return the planes to 
the air lines as rapidly as possi- 
ble, but said that up to Dec. 1 
only 20 had been restored, and six 
of these were replacements for de- 
stroyed planes. Seven additional 
planes were stated to be in process 
of being returned, 

More should be returned as rap- 
idly as possible, according to 
Mead, “especially in view of the 
fact that neither the War Depart- 
ment nor the Navy Department 
can show a record of using the 
planes allocated to them with effi- 
ciency comparable to that of the 
air lines.”

MOVE TO CURTAIL OCD 
DEFENSE PLAN OPPOSED 


Suggested Shift to Offensive 
Draws Fire at Conference 
of State Directors. 


State directors of the Office of 
Civilian Defense today continued 
to advance their own points of 
view in discussion of the four- 
point program presented by John 
B. Martin, acting national director 
of the OCD, at a conference of 
state directors and regional offi- 
cials at Hotel Statler. 

The program suggested by Mar- 
tin yesterday called for shifting of 
the activities of the OCD from de- 
fensive to offensive. Although 
Martin pointed out that adequate 
protection against reasonable prob- 
abilities of air attacks must be 
maintained, the discussion which 
followed showed clearly that state 
directors interpreted the statement 
as one which would sidetrack the 
defensive aspects of civilian de- 
fense activities and that they were 
opposed to it. 

John Leonard of Michigan stated 
bluntly that ne failed to under- 
stand the philosophy which would 
dispose of these defense activities 
when the possibility was still pres- 
ent, as he saw it, that the indus- 
trial sections of the country could 
still be attacked by Nazi six-en- 
gined bombers stationed in Nor- 
way. 

“Enemy Is Still Strong.” 


“There may be some need to re- 
valuate some of the things we are 
doing in the light of the current 
trend of the war,” he said. “But 
there is no indication we have won 
the war yet. In fact, the enemy is 
still strong, as indicated by his 
very orderly retreats. We were to 
have been in Berlin by the first of 
the year, but it looks as though 
we'll be lucky to be in Rome, 
“The need for the defensive serv- 
ices will exist as long @s we are 
in this war. It is downright fool- 
ishness to tear up our insurance 
policies when the premiums have 
been paid and the policies are still 
in effect.” 

The continued need for the de- 
fensive features of the OCD pro- 
gram were urged also by Ralph 
Stone, Ohio director, who pointed 
out that the large industrial areas 
bordering the Great Lakes were 
just as close to bombing range of 
the enemy as was either coast line. 
He urged that the Army con- 
tinue to lend its officers as in- 
structors in the defensive pro- 
grams of the OCD and that the 
OCD consider also the necessity of 
acting to prevent the disarming of 
the country after this war. 


“We've got to make sure there 
will be no repetition of: the wave 
of pacificism which swept the 
country after the last war and 
caught us totally unprepared for 
this one,” he declared, 

Telegram From Roosevelt. 


In a telegram to Martin, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said yesterday that 
Civilian Defense must take the of- 
fensive at home as our armies 
move forward abroad.” 

Americans know, the President 
said, that Civilian Defense means 
“total mobilization of our volun- 
teer manpower throughout the 
country to do the many war jobs 
that have to be done in each com- 
munity. ... This machinery forms 
the best means for developing an 
overall plan 6f community action 
and to deal with wartime com- 
munity problems.” 

Motion pictures taken of the 
battle for Tarawa and at other war 
fronts will be shown tonight in 
Convention Hall, Kiel Auditorium, 
at the Civilian Defense rally at 
7:45 p.m. The films, released by 
the War Department for their first 
showing in St. Louis, include com- 
bat pictures taken by German and 
Japanese photographers and cap- 
tured by American troops, A cita- 
tion to the St. Louis OCD for its 
outstanding work in the Missis- 
sippi River flood last May and for 
the excellent record of its service 
corps volunteers will be presented 
at the rally.

CAIRO, Dec. 15 (AP).—The first 
American military mission ever to 
enter Saudi Arabia has just com- 
pleted successful introductory talks 
with King Ibn Saud on economic

Amid all the pomp of that oil- 
rich country which can be en- 
tered by invitation only, Maj. Gen. 
Ralph Royce, American Middle 
East commander, talked for three 
days with Ibn Saud and _ his ad-| Ho 
visers on foreign affairs, mining}; 
and military matters before. re- 
turning here. 

Gen. Royce left behind in Jidda, 
on the Red Sea, four military ex- 
perts on economics, public health, 
radio transmission and military 


affairs who will continue the in-|}¥ 


vestigation and consultations, 

It was reliably reported that the 
original consultations produced no 
signed documents, but were in the 
nature of a “get together” with 
the Saudi Arabian chieftains. 
The visit nevertheless raised 
speculation of a possible expan- 
sion of military supply and trans- 
portation activities in the Middle 
East. The highlight of the visit 
was a banquet given by. the King 
Sunday at which 10 whole sheep 
were placed on a table set for 50 
guests. Huge tates of vegetables 
and other meats also lined the 
board, but the King paid tribute 
to the guests by giving them all 
knives, forks and plates and of- 
fering, but not insisting that they 
eat, the greatest delicacy—sheeps’ 
eyes, 

The banquet was attended by 
civilian representatives of the Cal- 
tex oil concessions, some of whom 
have been in the country for more 


‘than eight. years. 


Royce presented the King, a 
huge man, keen of eye and intel- 
lect and a renowned warrior, with 
valuable radio equipment. In re- 
turn, he received Arabian cos- 
tumes, a gold and silver sword and 
a wrist watch.

( ASE B-210: Fred Q., aged 17, is a Detroit high school boy 


who reads this psychology column. “I have made high 

grades and have won a letter on the swimming team,” he 
informed me as soon as he sat down in my office. “But I am 
so very self-conscious that I feel miserable. I am afraid to ask 
a girl for a date, because I don’t know what to talk about. 
Besides, I don’t even know how to dance, so I thought I'd see 
if you could help me get rid of my inferiority complex. I long 
to be happy and carefree like other fellows. Can I get that 
way, Dr. Crane?” 
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SURE, FRED CAN get that way, for confidence is simply 
based on accomplishment. If you know how to swim, for ex- 
ample, you still feel confident even though your canoe may be 
rocking dangerously from side to side. But if you can’t swim a 
stroke you will be panicky with fright and lack of confidence. 
Getting along successfully with people is quite similar to the 
analogy just mentioned. It demands that you acquire the 
habits that will be required for the situations in which you find 
yourself. If you feel self-conscious because you can’t dance, 
then learn to dance, for this new habit will demolish at least 
this one cause for your feeling of social inferiority. 
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DON’T MAKE THE MISTAKE, moreover, of thinking that 
everybody but yourself is as cool as a cucumber and perfectly 
at ease. People always look far more calm than they feel. 
The tyro public speaker, for instance, will possibly feel 10 times 
as nervous and excited as he looks. Many of these fellows 
who seem so confident and poised to Fred today, don’t feel that 
way. In fact, some of them probably envy Fred for seeming so 
assured and self-confident. If you want to be poised and at 
ease on a date, you must date different girls on dozens of 
occasions. You cannot be nonchalant on your first date! And 
even if you are calm and self-assured when with your accus- 
tomed girl friend, you will still get nervous on your first date 
with a new girl. 
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A SALESMAN of life insurance or any tangible commodity 
would be tongue-tied and devoid of confidence if he hadn’t 
memorized a good sales talk in advance. Fred should learn a 
“conversational formula” to use as his sales talk. Then he will 
be master of every conversational situation. When you are 
selling yourself to your public, you must employ the same good 
sense and psychological strategy that you would use if you 
were selling life insurance or furniture polish.

Milk as an 
Ideal Food

NE of my correspondents 
(writes that I have often ex- 

pressed the opinion that milk 
is not a drink for adults. He won- 
ders if this is a personal prejudice 
on my part. 

I admit to the prejudice. I sup- 
pose I wag given milk when I was 
a baby, but after I attained man’s 
estate I graduated to other bever- 
ages. I have not drunk a glass of 
raw milk for at least 55 years; ex- 
cept once about 10 years ago when 
I found it just as nauseating and 
insipid as I had always remem- 
bered. 

In spite of this abnegation I 
have attained the age of 60 with 
considerable health and vigor. I 
do not say that’I am entirely free 
from all fleshly ills, but I seem to 
be just about as well off as the 
hygiene boys of my age, who have 
conscientiously engulfed a pint of 
milk a meal for half a century. 
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PERHAPS I WILL break down 
and begin milk drinking soon, Wil- 
liam Osler, one of the wisest of 
physicians, said that a man should 
go out of life as he came in on a 
diet of milk. 

Of course, I admit immediately 
that considered from a nutrtional 
standpoint, milk is the perfect food 
—almost! It has to be. Nature 
very obviously intended it as the 
sole article of diet for the animal 
in the most precarious period of 
its existence—the first few months. 
It contans all of the 30 to 35 ele- 
ments Or compounds necessary for 
growth and health, 

One of these elements is calcium 
and two glasses of milk will pro- 
vide \a~quantity of calcium which 
could scarcely be equalled by any 
combination of foods. We are told 
of some young women who were 
studying nutrition who volunteered 
to go on a 24-day diet devoid 
of milk. They had to get their cal- 
cium from vegetables and day 
after day..these six young women 
ate large quantities of carrots, 
cabbage, celery and lettuce (in ad- 
dition. to meat, cereal, potatoes, 
eggs and fruits). Interest in their 
food died down long before they 
had finished their meal. 


x «*« &* 


BUT, AGAIN, let me emphasize 
that no nutritionist doubts that 
milk is the perfect food. It is ad- 
mitted by all that cow’s milk is 
deficient in iron and needs Vita- 
min' D. For the infant it must be 
modified in many ways. 

But if you think that I am luke- 
warm about milk for adults you 
should hear my old friend, Dr. 
Horace Soper, of St. Louis, on the 
subject. He really goes to town 
more or less to wit, saying it is 
unfit for adult consumption, His 
main objection is that raw milk is 
full of germs. 

He says that germs have been 
cultivatd from. stomach ulcers 
which are the same as the germs 
in raw cow's milk. Same with tooth 
decay. Undulant fever is carried 
by milk, Pasteuization helps some, 
but still pasteurized milk contains 
many bacteria. Evaporated milk 
is clean, but expensive. He con- 
cludes: 

.“All mammals, except man, cease 
the use of milk as food after 
weaning. As a result of his viola- 
tion of this primary biologic law 
man has been severely penalized 
by a host of infectious diseases,”

HERE are such a few ingredi- 
T ents in noodle dough that it 

seems almost any one could 
make a good product, yet taking 
exactly the same ingredients, a 
dozen cooks will obtain a dozen 
different qualities of noodles rang- 
ing from one or two good ones to 
eight or ten poor ones. It seems 
to me that those of us who write 
recipes fail to impress the reader 
with the importance of rolling the 
dough out to paper thinness. That 
takes a lot of rolling. It requires 
a strong arm and patience. Of 
course sometimes cooks ignore the 
admonition to sift the flour and 
as a result put too much flour in, 
for the moisture which is fur- 
nished by the eggs. And then the 
eggs may be small and the amount 
of moisture is unsufficient to really 
moisten the flour. If good-sized 
eggs are used and the flour is 
sifted, the dough should mix to a 
smooth but quiet stiff'mass, and 
should roll out to a smooth tex- 
tured sheet. Letting the noodles 
dry in the air on the board after 
cutting is also important. When 
perfectly made there is no better 
teammate for chicken or boiled 
beef than homemade noodles. 


Noodles, 


One-eighth cup sifted all-purpose 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon baking powder, one- 
eighth teaspoon poultry seasoning, 
one large egg, beaten. Combine 
dry ingredients, sift and add 
gradually to egg, mixing until 
thoroughly blended. Roll very thin 
on a floured board and allow to 
stand for 20 minutes. Roll up and 
slice one-eighth inch wide, toss 
lightly and spread out to dry for 
several hours. Makes one-half 
pound of dried noodles,

Now it is not often in war that 
a battery of field artillery is cap- 
tured intact and very rare indeed 
that this is,done single-handed.

T is a curious fact that most 

| payers double-cross themselves 
in the matter of finesses. They 

go out of their way to take finesses 
that can be avoided, and doggedly 
refuse other finesses that can do 
them no harm. For example: 

South, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 

Match-point duplicate.

The bidding: 
South 
1 spade pees : spade; 
spades Pass Pass 

South, it will be observed, bid 
only his major suits in an effort to 
reach a sound game contract. 
When North went back to spades 
over the three heart call, South 
was satisfied that he would find 
four trumps opposite him, and 
there was no need or point in men- 
tioning the club suit. 

West opened the diamond eight. 
The ace was put up and South im- 
mediately ruffed a diamond. Most 
players would hesitate to shorten 
themselves in trumps in this fash- 
ion, but South, an expert, realized 
that dummy’s four trumps would 
be ample protection. The trump 
king was now laid down, not the 
queen, because declarer wanted the 
enemy to win the first trump lead, 
West was obliging: he went right 
in with the ace and returned his 
last diamond. Declarer ruffed, 
cashed the trump queen, then en- 
tered dummy with a club to the 
queen and drew the one trump 
still outstanding by leading the 
jack. Naturally, he discarded a 
heart from his own hand. 

At this point declarer could have 
assured himself of his contract 
with one extra trick, merely by 
cashing his clubs and the heart 
ace. This, however, did not sat- 
isfy him. He had carefully noted 
the fall of diamonds and was now 
reasonably sure that West was 
“out.” If that was so the heart 
finesse could be taken in safety, 
because even if it lost, West would 
have no diamond to cash. More- 
over, at the very worst declarer 
would not lose his contract, be- 
cause the opponents could win only 
one diamond (if West still had 
one), the heart king and the trump 
ace. 

On that basis declarer took the 
heart finesse, and when it won he 
could claim 12 tricks.
